DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group II, claim(s) 6 and 8-10, drawn to a method of inducing immune coagulation by 
administering N-protein or gene. 

Group III, claim(s) 11-15, drawn to a method of preventing immune coagulation by inhibiting 
LF-A1 . If applicant elects this group, further election of the following inventions is also 
required: 

1) antibody 

2) antisense oligonucleotide 

Group IV, claim(s) 16 and 18, drawn to inducing immune coagulation by administering LF-A1 
protein or gene. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of preventing immune 
coagulation by administering an antisense nucleic acid, an inhibitor of a nucleocapsid protein in 
group I is known in the art, see the teachings of Ning et al (J Biol Chem. 1999; 274 (15): 9930- 
9936). Therefore, the claims lack unity of invention.
